outstill system into the country in order that the poor also might be supplied 
with cheap liquor, and thus become grateful to it. Owing to this trade 
carried on by Government in spirituous liquor, the wealthy have been 
beggared, the poor (of course for a few hours) have been made wealthy, the 
Exchequor has been filled, and what was impossible has been rendered 
possible—the bipeds have been made quadrupeds. If there is any blot 
upon the British Government, this blot is caused by the trade in liquor 
carried on by the State. The matter is one which is not calculated 
to inspire the people with feelings of respect either for the Christian 
Government of Great Britain or for the Cliristian religion. Government is 
exceedingly gratified to notice an expansion of the excise revenue: witness 
the remarks made by Sir Ashley Kden in his Resolution on the outstill 
system. Now, how long will this state of things be suffere. to continue? 
Increased facilities for the sale of liquor have been afforded by a recent 
circular issued by Government, which permits the sale of liqgour in every shop 
up to 10-30 p.m. This is certainly sending the country to destruction. 
3. The same paper condemns the practice which is becoming common 
i : with European officers of addressing and 
rent ee Stndected fo Face otherwise treating their native clerks with 
disrespect. ‘‘@fa”’ is almost always used for 


“@tetfa.” On the occasion of visits to their official superiors, these clerks 
are not allowed seats. What is worse, even the Railway authorities make an 
invidious distinction between Native and European. It iscommon to find in 
railway stations some seats and water-closets bearing the inscription “ For 
Natives,” while others are marked “Gentlemen.” Here the word 
‘“entleman ” of course signifies a European.

Most Europeans view with disfavour the wonderful progress which the 
people have been enabled to make by reason of their having received a 
high English education ; and efforts have tierefore not been wanting to 
deprive them of it. The proposal to establish a separate University for the 
Punjab, where the vernaculars should be the medium of instruction, is one of 
the means devised for this purpose. It was remarked by Lord Lytton that 
a high English education was not suited to the wishes and requirements of 
the people of the Punjab. Thus under a cloud of words did the late 
Viceroy hide his real meaning, namely, that Government did not contemplate 
with gratification the possibility of the courageous and sturdy people of 
the Punjab quickening into political life through the influence of English 
education. But what has most disappointed the native public is the fact 
that Lord Ripon too has been prevailed upon by evil counsellors to sanction 
the proposal of aseparate University for the V’unjab. It would seem as 
though the British Government aid not really desire our advancement. 

7. ‘The same paper is extremely disappointed to find that the only — Bmanar stm, 
matter in which Natives and Europeans have November 16th, 1881. 
hitherto enjoyed equal advantages has at 
length come to be discussed in a manner which consults the interests of the 
latter at the expense of the former. Jiven in the matter of conferring 
educational advantages, an invidious distinction will henceforth be made in 
favour of the Hurasian. What has intensified the regret of the native 
public is the circumstance that the recent scheme of Hurasian education has 
been framed by | ord Ripon. It is not so much the additional expenditure 
sanctioned by Government for the instruction of the Hurasians that is a 
matter of great consequence : hundreds of thousands of Indian revenues are 
spent to promote the comforts of Huropeans, and the expenditure of an addi- 
tional lakh of rupees for the education of their offspring, legitimate as well 
as illigitimate, would not matter much. Whatis to be objected tois the 
principle involved in the grant of funds for the benefit of a particular 
section of the community from the public revenues.

people of India by protecting them against dangers and difficulties Just as 
a parent would nurse his children, the leading feature of Lord Ripon’s rule 
appears to be to train them up for the position which they are destined to 
fill in the history of nations by conferring upon them the rights of 
erown up men. The present administration may have its errors and short- 
comings, and the native public is fully prepared for them. But we sincerely 
thank Lord Ripon for the noble object he has set before himself in cop- 
ducting the government of this country. 


12. The Tripura Vartdvaha, of the 19th November, remarks that the 
introduction of the outstill system has led to a 
fearful increase of drunkenness, and conse- 
quently of misery and demoralization among the people. Even the boys in 
villages have taken to drinking. 


13. The same paper contains a long article on the difficulty, delay 

and expense attending the execution of decrees 
passed by the civil courts. The decree-holder 
obtains but little benefit from his decree. The writer describes the proce- 
dure followed in the execution of decrees, and quotes the rules and circu- 


lars of the High Court applicable to this matter. The article will be 
continued in future issues of the paper.

; 7 for his noble resolve to reduce the public debt 
seca socal by a large amount in the course of the next 
year. The Editor, however, would ask His Excellency to consider whether, 
in view of unfavourable seasons so common in this country, it would not be 
more politic to proceed more cautiously in this matter. It would be well 
if all the holders of five per cent. Government paper of 1867-68, and only 
some of those holding four per cent. paper cf 1871, were paid next year. 
This would leave a reserve in the hands of Government which might be utilized 
in case of necessity. The Government notification should have fixed a parti- 
cular period, and nota particular day, on which the payment shall be made, 
inasmuch as this will occasion great hardship to the holders of Government 
rere in the mofussil, particularly if they happen to be females; and 
astly, the public should have been informed as to whether the paper will bear 


interest up to the day preceding that of payment and as to the place where 
application for payment should be made.

, zemindars in Behar, particularly to those of the 
Chupra district, by the manner in which the road cess is collected from them. 


In Behar there are zemindars holding very small landed estates for which 
they pay as revenue even such small sums as one anna and half an anna. 
Then again many of them own estates as co-parceners. Now the rule requir- 
ing that estates should be sold by auction for arrears of road cess works 
great hardship to these petty landholders. It not unoften happens that 
owing to the inability of any one of the co-parceners to pay the cess in due 
time the whole estate is put up to auction. The subject should receive the 
attention of the authorities of the Revenue Department.

17. The same paper points out the necessity that has arisen on the 
cc ay i ak part of Government of inspecting all drugs 
— , and food-stuff sold to the public. The latter 
particularly is found to be in an extremely 
adulterated condition. 
18. A correspondent of the same paper writes a long letter on the 
subject of the difficulties now experienced by 
landlords in realizing the arrears of rent from 
their tenantry. While litigation is attended 
with delay and ruinous expense, the landlord is compelled to be punctual 
in his payment of the several instalments of the Government revenue. This 
state of things 1s indeed unsatisfactory and should receive the attention of 
Government. Some means should be devised whereby landlords might be 
able more speedily to realize the arrears of rent. 
19. The Navavibhdkar, of the 21st November, makes the following 
. ’ observations in an article on the Resolution 
sien x" ——— oe Bengal Government on the Report on 
Inland Emigration for 1880:—Good crops 
are almost always followed by a falling off in the number of emigrants. 
The decrease in the supply of labourers and in the demand of Indian tea in 
foreign markets have compelled the planters to devise means for reducing 
their expenditure. The Commission appointed to report on the present 
Emigration Act originated in this circumstance. The authorities have shown 
themselves disposed to favour the planters. The costs of emigration have 
been reduced by authorizing the transport of two hundred labourers in one 
vessel, on board whereof they are confined like a flock of sheep. Why 
are they not weighed before and after embarkment? ‘There is no doctor 
attached to the vessel to look after the health of the labourers. Tue fact is 
these unfortunate creatures are subjected to extreme hardship and cruelty 
at the hands of the recruiters, the owners of depots, and lastly, of the planters. 
What is exceedingly to be regretted is that Government should itself 
sanction this cruel treatment of the labourers merely to benefit the tea 
planters. 

20. The same paper, in commenting upon the Resolution of Govern- 
ment on the operations of the Excise Depart- 
ment for the last year, remarks that the 
increased consumption of spirituous liquor during this period was due mainly 
to the introduction of the outstill system and not wholly to the fact, as 
Sir Ashley Eden has attempted to show, of there having been good crops. 
The cheapening of liquor caused by the introduction of the new system has 
led to fearful increase of drunkenness among the people. The fact is too 
patent to be questioned. : 

21. In an article on the slow spread of education among the masses in 
Bengal, the same paper remarks that there 
are two facts which account for this state of 
things, namely, (1) the small learning possessed by the gurumahasayas, 
they being particularly deficient in language and literature and ignor- 
ant of the true method of teaching. As it is simply impossible to 
carry on the work of primary education without the cheap agency of the 
gurumahasayas, it is necessary that some means should be devised for 
obtaining gurumahasayas possessing the requisite qualifications. The second 
great obstacle in the way of primary education is found in the want of night 
schools. The children of peasants and other labourers who are of a 
school-going age are during the daytime required to assist their parents 
. nat several occupations, and cannot be expected to attend day-

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22. Referring to Lord Ripon’s scheme of local self-government for 
the people of this country, the Ananda Baza, 
Patrikd, of the 21st November, remarks that 
in the first place it is necessary that the elective system should be intro. 
duced into such advanced districts as Nuddea, Dacca and others where the 
inhabitants have given proofs of their public spint. Some qualified Hindy 
gentleman should be entrusted with the task of introducing the system 
into the selected localities. All persons who possess a yearly income of 
Rs. 30 should be entitled to vote. Three members should be returned from 
every thana, and the members should be natives of the district and possess g 
good knowledge of English. The return of duly qualified members yi] 
doubtless depend in a great measure upon the discretion of the electors, 
In the mofussil the pleaders are found to possess most of the requisite 
qualifications. As to the constitution of the District Boards, the members 
should be vested with larger powers, and the district funds, after paying the 
charges incurred for works of public utility, education and sanitation, should 
be placed at the disposal of the Committee, which should be made responsible 
for a due performance of its duty only to the local Government. In short, 
Magistrates must cease to be all in all in the districts.

Misapplication of the Road Cess 


thonds te the Walesa Ee in appointing a Superintending Engineer for 

the Burdwan district, in utter disregard 
of the provisions of section 188 of the Road Cess Act, which requires that 
at least two-thirds of the entire number of members of the Committee 
should apply for the services of such an officer. Now in the present case, 
instead of the members having made any such application, they and their 
Chairman had repeatedly deprecated the proposal of the Divisional Commis- 


sioner in favour of the appointment. Of what use are these District 
Committees if they are not granted any independence? The condition of 
roads in the Burdwan district is far from what it should be, and the reason 
is that there are not sufficient funds for improving them. In these circum- 
stances, was it proper in the Lieutenant-Governor to force the services of a 
highly paid establishment upon the Burdwan Road Cess Committee? 

24. On the subject of local self-government and that of urasian 

education, the same paper makes observations 
od coc! self-government and Eurasian similar to those noticed in paragraphs 18 and 
17 of our last Report. : 

25. We extract the following observations from an article in the 
Sahachar, of the 23rd November, on Sit 
Ashley Eden :—* There is yet time left. Sir 
Ashley Eden may yet carry away the good will of the people. Let him 
honestly carry out the generous wish of the Viceroy to confer local self- 
rovernment upon natives of tnis country. We are grateful to His Honor for 
the projected Central Bengal Railway. Let him with a portion of the money 
which the Government of India is giving him back cause the excavation of 
the silted up channels of the two rivers near Barasat, and of the Buriganga 
below Dacca. The country will be truly benefited by a few such measures 
as these. But above all, what we greatly desire is that His Honor should 
once more be the people’s ‘ Eden Saheb’ which he was before.” 

26. <A correspondent of the Urdu Guide, of the 19th November, 

observes that, so long as the Act for the

Registrars of Assurances as at present. The rate of regietration fee should 
be fixed in such a way as to be proportionate to the value of the Kabinnamahs. 
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
